POST Bonus Classes 
for 2001 

3% Training Bonus 

On January 15, 2001, Training 
Division will embark on one of their 
most ambitious training missions in the 
history of the Department. On that date, 
through April 17, 2001, all sworn per- 
sonnel will be required to attend a spe- 
cially designed eight-hour POST-certi- 
fied course, on duty, at the Westchester 
training facility. As of this article, 167 
sessions have been planned, with each 
division and Department entity attend- 
ing on specific days to be announced in 
the near future. The session will quali- 
fy officers for the 3% pay raise as nego- 
tiated in our recent contract. 

The eight-hour session will be intro- 
duced by Area/Operations Support 
Division commanding _ officers. 
Attendees will then receive training in 
four subject areas: traffic stops, pursuit 
tactics and policy, pedestrian stops and 
use of force. The training will encom- 
pass tactics, laws of arrest and criminal 
law, Department policies and integrity 
and ethical considerations. 

A cadre of over 40 highly trained 
instructors, selected from over 170 train- 
ing coordinators and Department 
instructors, began preparing for the 
training sessions in November 2000. 
These instructors will be utilizing state- 
of-the-art training techniques and equip-

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ment to accomplish POST performance 
objectives and provide sworn personnel 
with the finest training available. 
Preparations for this training began 
six months ago with the formation ofa 
design team consisting of a wide array 
of talented individuals from the 
Department, public education and the 
Los Angeles Police Protective League.

approving the consent decree. What is 
even more disturbing is the way the city 
rushed to embrace this federal suit, 
Without truly studying the ramifications 
it will cause, not only for us as officers, 
but more importantly, for the residents 
of Los Angeles we are dedicated to pro- 
tect and serve. What truly amazes me 
is that our city managers fecl that the 
same entity that was ultimately respon- 
sible for fiascos such as Ruby Ridge 
and Waco is qualified to run a munici- 
pal police department. 

Not everything included in the con- 
sent decree is all bad; some of it is sim- 
ply the wave of the future. A system 
such as TEAMS II was bound to be 


-implemented at some point. It is our 


job to protect your rights by ensuring 
that the information included is correct 
and tracked in the appropriate context. 
Other provisions require work that is 
impractical at best, and doesn’t even 
begin to touch the types of reform that 
they are attempting to effect. The redis- 
tribution of manpower required by this 
consent decree can only further under- 
mine the efficiency of our department 
as it stands now, causing the erosion of 
badly needed police services in our city. 

I realize that much of this sounds 
pretty dismal. But there are a few 
things that I believe are true that seem 
to offset this outlook. First, life is 
cyclical; I believe that we are on the 
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VERY LOW part of the cycle in our 
department. Things will get better here, 
If one looks back at the history of our 
department, things have gone bad, 
things get better. Second, in terms of 
protecting your rights, we will continue 
our strategy so that your rights guaran- 
teed to you as a citizen of the United 
States (something that the department 
frequently forgets) will be guaranteed. 
Thus allowing you to do your job to the 
best of your ability. Finally and most 
importantly, YOU are the best police 
officers in the world, bar none. 
Regardless of the political outcome of 
the issues we have before us, continue 
to do your job as you always have. Talk 
with the residents you sce daily out in 
the street. Let them know you are still 
out there, still on their side. By doing 
this consistently, you will gain their 


support. And what about the politicians 
that have abandoned us all? The best 
way to point out a grave mistake made 
by an elected official is to hit them 
where it counts, in their voting con- 
stituency. If the implementation of the 
consent decree follows the same 
progress as consent decrees in other 
cities, the elected officials responsible 
will no doubt be voted out. As the first 
line of government be sure to let your 
voices be heard in the city. 

Again, have very happy and safe hol- 
idays. | am looking forward to the start 
of the New Year to get in gear and assist 
in providing the best working environ- 
ment possible. 

PS. I haven't forgotten about CWS, 


we'll talk about that next month. 
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The City Council, City Attorney and 
the Mayor have just caved in to the 
Feds. The Consent Decree was voted 
on and approved by City Council with 
the only standouts willing to voice their 
Opposition being Hal Bernson and Nate 
Holden.

Think about this, the City provides 
police service to the citizens of Los 
Angeles by hiring three (3) police offi- 
cers for every 1,000 citizens. Mr. 
Chaleff is going to have one IAD head- 
hunter for every 40 police officers. 
Something is wrong with this concept. 
The city is spending more resources to 
police the police than they are to protect 
the public. They will be working hard- 
er to put a police officer in jail than to 
put bonafide, hardcore criminals in the 
justice system. The message is clear 
that you have more to fear from a police 
officer than a criminal. Thank you, Mr. 
Chaleff and Bill Lan Lee. Your dili- 
gence and enthusiasm is advocating the 
tights of the criminal underclass and 
you are going to achieve your goals.

If you conduct arrests or searches 
without a warrant, you are setting your- 
self up to be second-guessed, especially 
if the object of your enforcement is a 
protected class ethnic group. Get a 
warrant for everything or else face the 
consequences. Read Proposal 92 of the 
consent decree that says an investiga- 
tion shall be initiated when in a crimi- 
nal case, there has been an order sup- 
pressing evidence because of any con- 
stitutional violation or other miscon- 
duct. Any defense attorney that does 
not challenge evidence as being illegal- 
ly seized is committing malpractice. 
Sometimes the court throws out evi- 
dence because they second-guess the 
officers rationale to seize evidence 
without a warrant. If an officer doesn’t 
have a warrant, the officers will be sub- 
ject to discipline for fourth amendment 


violations. Get a warrant for every- 
thing or else. The FBI and district 
attorney investigators don’t do anything 
without a warrant. Get the message? 

The fact is, you cannot do proactive 
aggressive police work without getting 
complaints. The whole public, good 
and bad, knows they can get even with 
a cop by making complaints. Cops who 
do nothing don’t get complaints and 
will be eligible for promotions because 
their TEAMS II record will be clean. 
The workers will suffer the conse- 
quences of Mr, Chaleff and his zealots 
of police reform. Their philosophy is 
clear-cut: put more IAD to police the 
police, and if all possible, send them to 
jail. 1 don’t make this up. It’s all in the 
consent decree and the reform propos- 
als being delivered by your criminal 
friendly Police Commission. 

Be careful out there. Get a warrant 
for everything and do police work at 
your own risk. Management will not 
back you up because that would be 


politically incorrect. 2

Why The District Attorney 
Had To Go 


I wish to thank attorney 
Harland Braun for his contribution 
to this article. 

Under Gil Garcetti, the Los Angeles 
District Attorney’s office has been in an 
ethical sewer for so long it has lost its 
sense of smell. The ethical conflicts 
created by the prosecution of LAPD 
officers Eddie Ortiz, Brian Liddy, Paul 
Harper and Mike Buchanan were so 
manifest that any average citizen who 
reads the Los Angeles Times could 
recite a litany of moral compromises. 
The District Attorney has prosecuted 
hundreds of innocent people in court 
proceedings in which it explicitly 
vouched for the credibility of convicted 
felon Rafael Perez. Prosecutors 
denounced innocent defendants as liars 
because the defendants or their defense 
attorneys had the audacity to contradict 
Rafael Perez. The District Attorney 
made a deal with Rafael Perez which 
required him, among other things, to 
take and pass polygraph exams. 
Although Rafael Perez flunked five 
polygraph exams, the District Attorney 
(with support from supervisors from 
the LAPD Rampart Task Force) contin- 

ues to give Perez the benefits of his 
Faustian bargain. 

Within the District Attorney’s office, 

prosecutors who learned of the evil and 


bad character of Rafacl Perez and 
brought it to the attention of their super- 
visors have been denounced as incom- 
petents. The District Attorney and 
Supervisors from the LAPD Rampart 
Task Force have attempted to discredit 
the LAPD polygraph examiner who 
found the obvious. Rather than accept- 
ing their blunder, they have ruined the 
careers of many innocent LAPD offi- 
cers and the polygraph operator. 

The District Attorney has publicly 
taken the position that any conviction of 
a defendant resting on the uncorro- 
bor ated testimony of Rafael Perez must 
be set aside because the basis of the 
conviction is inherently unreliable. As 
of this date, almost a hundred prosecu- 
tions have been so dismissed, and there 
may be more. Despite this public posi- 
tion, the District Attorney prosecuted 
officers Ortiz, Liddy, Harper and 
Buchanan based on the same uncorrob- 
orated testimony of Rafael Perez, which 
the District Attorney has publicly stated 
is insufficient evidence to convict. As a 
matter of fact, Perez was not even 
called as a prosecution witness during 
trial. 

The District Attorney was facing a 
critical election last month. During the 
campaign, he was criticized by his 
opponents for being too slow to prose- 
cute officers accused by Rafael Perez. 
Rather than confronting his detractors 


because Perez uncorroborated testimo- 
ny is so obviously worthless, the 
District Attorney decided to initiate 
prosecutions to appease his critics 
rather than making fair and non-politi- 
cal analysis of the evidence. Thus, the 
District Attorney prosecuted police 
officers to protect his political behind. 

Lastly, the District Attorney's office 
has represented Rafael Perez in various 
LAPD Board of Rights’ hearings. On 
several occasions during these hear- 
ings, when questions were asked of 
Perez by the defense, a member of the 
District Attorney would interpose 
objections. The only persons who have 
standing to object to a question during a 
Board of Rights are the LAPD 
Advocate, the accused Defense Rep or 
attorney, or an attorney representing a 
witness. Since the District Attorney was 
neither the Advocate nor the defense 
counsel at these hearings, it is clear that 
the District Attorney was appearing as 
Rafael Perez’ attorney. 

As you know, Los Angeles County 
will have a new District Attorney this 
month. We remain hopeful that he will 
do a better ethical job and we look for- 
ward to working with him to restore our 
faith in his office. 


League To Fight New 
Parking Fees 


Since November, 1998, the League 
has been on record objecting to a pro- 
posed increase and expansion of park 
ing fees at City facilities for officers’ 
private vehicles and for City’s home 
garaged vehicles and motorcycles. On 
October 25, 2000, over League’s objec- 


tions, the City Council adopted a new 
MOU on City employee parking. This 
new parking MOU was negotiated by a 
joint labor-management committee, 
which is comprised of representatives 
from both City management and 
unions/associations representing City 
employees. 

On November 9, 2000, the League 
sent correspondence to the City 
Controller informing him that the 
League has rejected the City Council’s 
approval of the implementation of the 
provisions of the special parking MOU 
for members of the Police Officers, 
Licutenants and below bargaining unit. 
The League never agreed to the provi- 
sions regarding the new parking fees 
contained in the MOU, nor was the 
League a signatory to it. The Controller 
was strongly advised that unless each 
and every member who is to be affected 
by the parking MOU voluntarily pro- 
vides the Controller with authorization 
to deduct the new parking fees going 
into effect January, 2001, he is not 
authorized to make such deductions 
from officers’ payroll checks. In our 
view, any involuntary payroll deduction 
for the parking fees violate provisions 
of the FLSA and state Labor Code. 

We wish to make it clear to all City 
officials that the League, as it has done 
in the past, will not hesitate to take legal 
action deemed necessary to enforce all 
wage laws on behalf of its members. We 
will keep you informed of all future sig- 
nificant developments as they occur 
regarding this matter.

* During the year, the number of per- 
sonnel complaints and Boards of Rights 
have sky rocketed. (See box for a com- 
parison) In the Rafael Perez scandal, 
there have been approximately 50 
Boards of Rights in which the League 
has provided defense for the officers. 
Of those approximately 50 cases, only 
one officer has been found guilty, Of 
the total number of Boards of Rights in 
the year 2000, Defense Representatives 
Won approximately 60 percent of the 
cases.

Furthermore, the investigator 
stated that they are only fact finders and 
that resolving discrepancies is the 
responsibility of the adjudicator. (By 
the way, the adjudicator makes his deci- 
sion based on the investigator’s find- 
ings.) The complainant refused to be 
interviewed by the defense or to show 
up at the Board of Rights. We under- 
stand the statute problems and the seri- 
ousness of the allegations. However, we 
felt we were "rubber stamped,” relieved 
of duty in an assembly line of officers 
that are being persecuted in this politi- 
cal envi it.

The Los Angeles Police Department 
is desperately looking for 884 good 
men and women, That's the difference 
between its current authorized size, 
10,054 officers, and its actual strength, 
9,170. As members of the Department 
know, the problem is getting worse. 
Recruitment, once an easy process, is 
now so difficult that the LAPD has not 
had a recruit class in two months. 

Shortly after his election in 1993, 
Mayor Richard Riordan called for 
intensified recruitment to enlarge the 
Department by 2,855 officers by mid- 
1998. Powerful assistance came from 
Washington as the Clinton Crime Bills 
of the 1990's earmarked millions for 
cities to hire more police. Los Angeles 
received funding sufficient to hire 680 
new officers annually, who would be 

assigned primarily to patrol and com- 
munity policing. 
In 1993, we had fewer than 8,000 
officers. By 1995 we were hiring 100 a 
month, The Department peaked at 
about 9,800 officers in fiscal 1997-98. 
So why today’s critical shortage? The 
answer is not simple; it has been a com- 
bination of factors, including one major 
national trend beyond the City’s ability 
to control. 
In 1998, the number of people taking 
the police officer exam began to slide, 
bottoming in 1999. One. reason is that 
a booming economy and low unem- 
ployment made people who would oth- 
erwise seek a law enforcement career 
look to the thriving private sector 
instead. The impact has been felt by 
departments nationwide.

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Thoughts on One 


Three months ago Dennis Zine wrote 
an article covering the suicide of a vet- 
eran sergeant. The article described 
how this person took his life. What the 
article did not address, and could not, is 
why, I feel that I have a special role with 
that word suicide, and the emotions that 
lead up to the finality of the act. No, 
I'm not a psychologist. 1 don’t have a 
college degree. 1 am not a registered 
therapist. I am a 62-year-old male who 
retired from what I believe is the great- 
est police organization on the face of 
this earth. I consider myself one of the 
most fortunate people to walk this 
earth, because I should be in a penal 
institution for numerous crimes I would 
have committed if it were not for the 
desire to become a Los Angeles Police 
Officer. 

After reading Dennis’ article, I 
immediately sat down and tried to 
chronicle my own emotional problems 
that I had been battling for 30 years. 
Yes, 30 years. Then, when I finished, I 
began to think of what other people 
who knew me for all these years would 
begin to think of me. In a lucid 
moment, I thought to myself, "Screw it, 
everybody thought I was crazy anyway, 
and this will just prove it." I find this 
extremely difficult, so please bear with 
me, for I am about to reveal certain 
facts that J find very unpleasant to think 
about, not to mention to write, and then 
have everybody read. But suicides 
amongst us must stop. If I, as a human 
being, can shed a little light on suicide 
and what leads up to it, and help save 

one police officer, then it’s worth it. 

When I was brought into this world, it 

is said we do not choose our parents, 

and believe me I would not have chosen 

mine. My father was an illiterate Greek 
immigrant who came to America, grew 
up in the streets of Chicago and Los 
Angeles. My mother was a second gen- 
eration Greek/Russian, and by the age 
of nineteen had two small children, my 
half-brothers, and was married to a 
drunk. She left Chicago and eventually 
settled in Los Angeles. 

My father, when he met my mother, 
was a professional gambler, an enforcer 
for the various gambling outfits that 
operated in and around Los Angeles in 
the “30s and ‘40s. They met and had 
me. They didn’t even bother to get mar-

Brady Doctrine

Lately there has been a lot of eee 
versy concerning the Departments ein k 
tice of placing Brady Letters eel E 
the Brady Doctrine in the personnel files 
of law enforcement officers. There are 
two types of Brady Letters: onc is tempo- 
rary and the other is permanent. A tempo- 
rary Brady Letter can become permanent 
once a complaint has been sustained, 

The issuance of Brady Letters to the 
personnel files of law enforcement off i- 
cers can effectively have a negative 
impact on many officers’ careers; 1.€., 
they are taken from field duties and 
placed in an administrative position that 
does not involve dealing with the pub- 
lic, and they are no longer able to testi- 
fy in court, duc to credibility issues. 

In essence, Brady Letters are one of 
the overriding issues that arose during 
the Christopher Commission's invest- 
gation. Specifically, what was manage- 
ment doing with police officers with 
checkered pasts? Until the passage of 
the Victim’s Bill of Rights (Proposition 
8) that deals with an officer's right to 
testify regarding hearsay issues the 
Brady issue was a non-issue. 

There are several case laws that deal 
with the Brady doctrine. However, the 
facts stated in this article are to inform 
officers of the Department's use of the 
Brady Letters, and the reason behind 
the usage. 

First of all, Brady violations are a 
result of Federal law, which arose in the 
court case of Brady vs. Maryland in 
1963. Brady was convicted of a charge 
of murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to death. During the course of 
the trial the defense counsel made a 
request to examine the statements of 
Brady’s accomplice. He was allowed to 
examine all of the statements but one. 
The defense counsel was not allowed to 
examine the statement wherein the 
accomplice admitted to the murder, The 
court held that the suppression by the 
prosecutor of evidence favorable to the 
defense, violates the defendant’s due 
process to a fair trial. 

As the court explained, a "true Brady 
violation" has three components: "The 
evidence at issue must be favorable to 
the accused, either because it is exculpa- 
tory or because it is impeaching; that 
evidence must have been suppressed by 
the State, either willfully or inadvertent- 
ly, and prejudice must have ensued." 
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Brady is not a discovery rule, but g 
rule of fairness and a minimum prose. 
cutorial obligation. 

In the case of the United States vy 
Henthorn, an issue arose that dealt With 
impeachment material contained in the 
testifying officer's personnel file for 
perjurious conduct or other dishonesty 
issues. The obligation to examine per. 
sonnel files arises by the demand for 
their production. However, the files 
need not be furnished to the defendant 
or the court, unless they contain infor. 
mation that is, or may be material to 
the defendant's case. Accordingly, the 
court has held in the case of the United 
States vs. Dominguez-Villa, that the 
government is obligated to examine the 
personnel files of federal law enforce- 
ment witnesses. 

It is not obligated to review state law 
enforcement files not within its posses- 
sion or control. However, the court has 
reversed that decision, and it is still not 
clear how far back the information con- 
tained in the personnel files can be used 
against an officer. 

If an officer was accused of miscon- 
duct and received punishment for the act 
over five years ago, and has an exempla- 
ry record, how can that lead to a Brady 
Letter in his personnel file? There has to 
be a statute of limitations in the probing 
of law enforcement personnel files " 

Currently, we have officers walking 
into an oral board or a board of inquiry 
and coming out with a _ Brady 
Letter regarding some infraction that 
occurred years ago. I use the term 
infraction, because it occurred years 
ago, and the officer received a penalty 
and was not terminated. 

The Department has stated that they are 
following the law by issuing Brady 
Letters. The case law they are following 
has to do with witness credibility/moral 
turpitude. The courts have held that moral’ 
turpitude includes "conduct involving’ 
violence, menace, on threat." Still, there 
are a lot of unanswered questions. If the 
current system is allowed to flounsh, 
there will be no one left in the field. 

As a result of all the unanswered ques- 
tions, and the impact that the issuance of 
Brady Letters can have on _ the 
Department, Chief Parks has asked 
Human Resources Bureau to conduct a 
study on this issue. Currently, the 
DepartmentS Risk Management 
Executive committee is reviewing the 
criteria to be established by the 
Department regarding the issuance of 
Brady Letters and Brady issues. .

Washington, D.C, (Sept. 18)—An 
increase in police officer accidental 
deaths is leading some to call for more 
Safely training and research into acci- 
dent prevention. 

Police officer deaths in the first half 
of this year rose, according to two 
police groups, with more officers dying 
in automobile crashes and other acci- 
dents than at the hands of criminals 
with guns, a new trend.

Of this year’s fatalities, 26 were killed 
by gunfire in violent incidents, Floyd 
said. That's one more than the number of 
police shot and killed in the first six 
months of 1999. 

Two other officers were stabbed to 
death and four more died of job-relat- 
ed illnesses. 

The drop in the number of police 
killed by gunfire is primarily attributed 
to the use of bulletproof vests, he said. 

"We have a profession that is always at 
risk, no matter what the circumstances 
might be, no matter how benign those 
circumstances might seem," Floyd said.

He called for more study on how well 
police are protected in environments, 
including the insides of their vehic les. He 
said there is scant data on the effective- 
ness of airbags and side airbags in patrol 
cars, or whether policics on the use of 
safety belts by officers are in place 
nationwide, 

But many accidental deaths could be 
prevented with high-speed chase training 
and ongoing, specialized safety instruc- 
tion, Floyd said. 

"Flow much is enough or how little is 
too little is for others to judge," he said. 
"But when we have more officers being 
killed on our roadways than are being 
shot to death, I think that raises a red flag 
that says there is a problem." 

The trend since the first American 
police fatality was recorded in the 18th 
century was that about 60 percent of 
police line-of-duty deaths each year 
resulted from felonious incidents, com- 
pared with 40 percent killed accidentally, 
Floyd said. But that split has reversed in 
the past five years, he said. 

Nicholas Pastore, a research fellow in 
police policy at the Criminal Justice 
Policy Foundation, said the surge in acci- 
dental police deaths could be tied to 
changing times. He said new technolo- 


gies and law enforcement policies have 
cut overall officer fatalities each year, by 
have also created new categories of } 
of-duty deaths.

Miami (APBnews.com)—Hurling 
four-letter words and other epithets at 
police is not a crime, a court ruled this 
week as it reversed the conviction of a 
teenager who was arrested on charges 
of swearing at officers. 

A three-judge appellate panel unani- 
mously ruled that Miami-Dade police 
overreacted and violated the teen’s con- 
Stitutionally protected freedom of 
speech when they charged him with 
disorderly conduct for calling them 
"crackers" and using profane language. 


Civil Libertarians and 
Police Have Different

"This is what I would call a classic 
example of an individual being arrested 
for contempt of cop," said Randall 
Marshall, legal director for the 
American Civil Liberties Union of 
Florida.

Soclolo protested to Vergara that it was 
a police car he was ramming, Vergara 
uttered that he "wanted to kill those 
cops," and then he punched Soclolo in 
the face. 

Meanwhile, the officers pulled away 
and tumed their car to face Vergara’s 
which had rammed into parked cars. 
Lujan and Veloz exited their car, drew 
their handguns, and began ordering 
Vergara to stop and show his hands. 
Soclolo suddenly bolted from the Audi 
and ran up to Lujan with his hands - 
raised, yelling, "I’m not involved!” 
Lujan quickly handcuffed Soclolo and 
handed him over to one of the many 
officers who were arriving in the area in 
response to Lujan’s call for help. 

Vergara reached several times toward 
the backseat of the Audi as he spun the 
tires of his car, trying to back away 
from the parked cars to escape. Vergara 
suceeded in backing away from the 
curb, turned and sped away down the 
street. Lujan ran to and entered the 
police car, and pursued Vergara. Veloz, 
still on foot, ran down the street after 
the two cars. 

By this time, a number of arriving 
police cars blocked Vergara’s path of 
escape. As the Audi came to a stop in 
front of the police blockade, Lujan pulled 
his car up to the Audi to block it in. 

Lujan quickly formed several arriv- 
ing officers into a small tactical team 
and made a plan to move in on Vergara 
and pull him from the Audi. Lujan des- 
ignated Officer Buchanan to spray ole- 
oresin capsicum ("O.C." or "pepper 
spray") at Vergara’s face as a diversion 
as Lujan would break the driver’s win- 
dow with his baton. Officers Montoya, 
Hewitt and Perez would grab Vergara, 
control him, and pull him out of the car. 


_ Officer Harper was designated to cover 


Vergara with a shotgun. According to 
the testim 
small team quickly adyanced on 
Vergara’s car, as Vergara repeatedly 
reached toward the backseat of the 
Audi. As Lujan moyed up on the left 
side of the Audi, he noticed two hand- 
guns on the backseat and yelled, "Gun!" 
as he simultaneously smashed the win- 
dow with his baton. Buchanan sprayed 
pepper spray at Vergara as the other 
officers unlocked Vergara’s door and 
pulled him from the car. 

Vergara resisted and fought violently 
as the officers attempted to subdue and 
control him, initially with handcuffs, 
and later with a "hobble restraint.” 
Vergara was arrested for assault upon 
Lujan and Veloz and was ultimately 
convicted and sent to prison. He was 
treated at USC-County Hospital for 
cuts and abrasions, broken ribs and a 
dislocated left elbow. 

In 1999, Perez claimed to prosecutors 
and investigators that the arrest report 
was false. Perez said that no guns were 

visible inside the Audi and that no one 
yelled, "Gun!" Perez claimed he found 
the guns in a search of the Audi after 
Vergara was removed and that he 
(Perez) had to cut them out of a storage 
bag located behind the backseat arm- 
rest, between the backseat and the trunk. 

Perez also claimed that Lujan dislo- 
cated Vergara’s left elbow by unneces- 
sarily pulling Vergara’s left arm too high 
behind his back during the handcuffing. 
Perez said that he heard a clearly audi- 
ble "pop," as the elbow dislocated. He 
said Lujan exclaimed, "Oh, shit!" and 
then giggled. Perez claimed that Lujan’s 
and Veloz’s account of the events in the 
report was knowingly false,

Vergara did not claim that he was 
roughed up or abused by the officers. In 
fact, he told investigators, "I am sorry 
for what I did to those officers" and that 
"1 was lucky I did not get shot.” 

Vergara later claimed that the .45 was 
actually positioned behind the armrest 
and that he was "reaching into the back- 
scat arca for something, | don’t remem- 
ber for what" when the officers 
approached, He said a second handgun, 
a 9mm pistol, was located in the trunk. 
Importantly, Vergara said neither of the 
two guns were concealed in such a way 
that they would have to be "cut out" of 
the car. At the Board of Rights, Vergara 
claimed inability to remember a lot of 
what he did, why he did it, and what 
happened to him, blaming his lack of 
recall on the methamphetamine and 
sleep deprivation. 

Many of the officers who arrived on 
the scene testified that they saw the 
removal of Vergara from the car and his 
subsequent restraining by handcuffs 
and hobble tie. None of them saw 
excessive force. Several others testified 
they saw one or two handguns on the 
backseat of the Audi and several more 
said they heard an officer yell "Gun!" 
as Lujan arrived at the Audi driver’s 
door and smashed the window. 

Dr Terence S. McGee, a local physi- 
cian with expertise in trauma care, tes- 
tified that Vergara’s dislocated elbow 
and fractured ribs were most likely the 
result of the various impacts when 
Vergara rammed the police car while 
not wearing a seatbelt. The handcuffing 
process was likely not the mechanism 
of injury dislocating the elbow. 

Stone has defended Lujan and anoth- 
er CRASH officer, Doyle Stepp, in a 
number of "Rampart scandal" Trial 
Boards involving allegations by Perez 
of false arrest, false reports and con- 


spiracy. In each of those cases the offi- 


cers were acquitted of all charges. 

In this case, the investigator, Sgt. 
Dallas’ Gibson, testified that in his 
opinion Perez "was less than credible," 
and that he believed that all of the offi- 
cers were telling the truth. 

Dr. McGee, also an expert in addic- 
tion medicine, testified that persons 
under prolonged influence of metham- 
phetamine, as was Vergara, may present 
behaviors identical to schizophrenia. 
They may be violent and quick to anger

ment, which would explain Vergaras 


and are prone to severe la 


unprovoked and senseless attack upon 
the officers. Dr. McGee testified that in 
drug abusers, inability to recall periods 
of time within a larger event are com- 
monplace. "Speed" abusers also tend 
toward muscle rigidity, which could 
further explain the elbow dislocation 
upon impacts during the ramming 0 
the police car. : 

The Board of Rights ts the culmina- 
tion of the LAPD’s internal investiga- 
tive and disciplinary process. It is a 
full-blown, trial-type evidentiary hear- 
ing, which is fashioned after the court 
martial system in the US. military. The 
tribunal is composed of two command- 
level officers and a civilian. In this 
case, the Board chairman was Capt. 
Joseph Curreri. Associate members 
were Capt. Greg Meyer and Mr. Robert 
Grant, a local attorney. 

In its findings of fact granting the 
motion for acquittal, the Board noted that 
there was "no credible evidence to refute 
anything contained in the arrest report.” 

Similarly, the Board noted that the 
"only evidence” that excessive force was 
employed came from Perez and that 
Vergara himself did not claim that he was 
mistreated in any way by any officer. 

The Board received in evidence tran- 
scripts of Stone’s cross-examination of 
Perez in a different Board of Rights 
hearing, in which Perez admitted that 
he had perjured himself in court testi- 
mony at least 100 times, written false 
reports over 100 times, made over 100 
false arrests, "planted" false evidence 
about 75 times, and on about 30 occa- 
sions stole money or property from sus- 
pects and family members or associates 
for his personal gain. 

Perez’s statements were taken during 
recorded interviews in which he 
pledged cooperation and truthful testi- 
mony, in return for a greatly reduced 
prison sentence for the theft of a large 
amount of cocaine from police evi- 
dence storage two years ago 

Stone said, "J find it difficult to 
accept that Perez thus far has been 
able to benefit from his plea agree- 
ment, given the grossly inaccurate and 
potentially perjurious testimony he 
has uttered so far in a number of 
Boards of Rights hearings where he 
has accused other officers of criminal 
misconduct." "Basically," says Stone, 

"it stinks."

Deadly Dangers Patroling 


Our Waterways 
by Craig W. Floyd 


Paul Korber was a strong swimmer 
and a dedicated law enforcement offi- 
cer. He worked for the Ventura, 
California, Harbor Patrol. On March 
15, 1998, Officer Korber received a call 
for help. Two young boys and their 
mother had been caught in an ocean 
niptide and were struggling for their 
lives. 

When efforts to reach the family by 
boat failed due to rough seas, Officer 
Korber dove in to make the rescue. He 
reached the family and managed to 
keep them afloat long enough for life- 
guards to get them to safety. But, 
Officer Korber wasn’t so lucky. Tossed 
into a jetty by the six-foot waves, he 
became disoriented and drowned. Paul 
Korber, an Il-year veteran of the 
department, saved three lives that day, 
and in doing so he gave up his own. 

Shortly after that terrible tragedy, a 
letter appeared in the local newspaper. 
It was written by the man who had 
called the Harbor Patrol for help. The 
man was humbled by what he had wit- 
nessed that day and he wanted others to 
know. He wrote, "We often hear com- 
ments directed at firemen, lifeguards, 
harbor patrols and other safety profes- 
sionals about the ease of their jobs. In 
the absence of the catastrophe, some 

people assume their work is rather 

inconsequential. But those of us who 
have been saved know the real truth. 

And the truth is that if 364 days go by 

without incident, and on the 365th that 

man or woman has to break through a 

burning door or swim out through the 

swells on a big day, they earn every- 
thing we pay them in that moment. For 

Paul [Korber] and his family, that debt, 

in fact, can never be paid, but we under- 

stand the value of his commitment." 
Paul Korber is one of roughly 170 
law enforcement officers who drowned, 
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died in boating accidents, or were killed 
enforcing fishing laws on our nation K! 
waterways. All of their names appear 
on the National Law Enforcement 
Officers Memorial in Washington, D.C. 
Those officers typify the selfless 
heroism that is the norm for the law 
enforcement profession, They include 
heroes like Kentucky Conservation 
Officer Denver Tabor, who in 1973 
drowned while trying to save a young 
boy who fell overboard from a boat; 
and Sgt. Karl Kelley, of the Indiana 
Department of Natural Resources, who 
drowned in 1998 while trying to rescue 
two of his colleagues who had fallen 
into swirling waters during a dangerous 
training exercise; and Pennsylvania 
Fish Warden Raymond Schroll, Jr., who 
in 1958 had nearly swum ashore after 
his boat overturned in a rain-swollen 
river, but drowned when he heard his 
partner's cries for help and returned to 
attempt a rescue.

The National Association of Police 
Organizations (NAPO), a coalition of 
police unions and associations from 

across the United States that serves to 
~ advance the interests of America’s law 
enforcement officers through legisla- 
tive and legal advocacy, political action 
and education, is in full support of the 
State and Local Law Enforcement 
Discipline, Accountability and Due 
Process Act of 2000. This act, if enact- 
ed into law: 1) will provide standards 
and procedures to guide both state and 
local Jaw enforcement agencies and law 
enforcement officers during internal 
investigations, interrogation of law 
enforcement officers, and administra- 
tive disciplinary hearings; 2) will 
ensure the accountability of law 
enforcement officers; 3) will guarantee 
the due process rights of law enforce- 
ment officers; and 4) will encourage 
those states not having law enforcement 
discipline, accountability, and due 
process statutes to enact legislation. 

Since the conception of this legisla- 
tion, many chiefs of police have voiced 
concern or have opposed this legisla- 
tion, perhaps due to a "knee-jerk" reac- 
tion that anything benefiting labor 
harms management. To the contrary, 
this legislation would confer the same 
protection on upper echelon officers, as 
it does to those in the lower ranks. 
Chiefs should not be too quick to dis- 
count this legislation and its potential to 
help them. In fact. recently, there have 
been several cases in the media where a 
chief would have benefited from this 
legislation. 
~~ One case involved the Chief of Police 
in Louisville, Kentucky. Police Chief 

Gene Sherrard was fired by Louisville 

Mayor Daye Armstrong for honoring 

two officers involved in the shooting of 

an unarmed black suspect. The shooting 
sparked protests from civil rights 
activists; both officers were cleared of 
all wrongdoings by a grand jury. Chief 

Sherrard was fired because he appar- 

ently did not notify the mayor of the 

awards until a week before the ceremo- 
ny. Armstrong said that he fired Chief 

Sherrard because by approving the 

awards, the Chief violated the Mayor’s 

trust and that of the community. "It’s 

really very simple, I hired a chief, I 

fired a chief. I’m going to run this 

department and I’m going to get a chief 

to run it the way I want," said 
Armstrong. Armstrong went on to state 
that his decision was irreversible.

* Officers could not be harassed, 
threatened, or promised rewards to 
induce answering of questions; 

* Officers would be entitled to hearing 
and to be represented by counsel or 
another person at the hearing; 

+ Officers could not be subject to retal- 
iation for the exercise of these or any 
other rights under law, including their 
First Amendment rights; and 

+ Officers would have the opportunity 
to comment in writing on any adverse 

material placed in their personnel 

file. 

NAPO recognizes a need for the 
implementation of standards and proce- 
dures to guide both state and local law 
enforcement agencies and protect law 
enforcement officers, regardless of 
rank, during internal investigations, 
administrative hearings, and evaluation 
of citizen complaints. Too often law 
enforcement officers are subject to the 
whim of their departments and local 
politics during internal investigations 
and administrative hearings. At the 
same time, citizens should have a right 
to file a complaint, have the complaint 
investigated, and be informed of the 
final disposition of the complaint. 

In conclusion, this legislation would 
certainly benefit chiefs as well as the 
rank and file. NAPO supports the 
implementation of standards to guide 
police departments through the formal 
review and final outcome of any disci- 
plinary action resulting from a citizen’s 
or city administrator’s complaint. For

Divisional Dragnet

Commendable Incident 


Well, the system does work and jus- 
tice has prevailed. Det. III Jerry 
Stephens, Homicide Specials, provided 
the following: 

On June 2, 1983, LAPD Motor 
Officer Paul Verna, #15086, was mur- 
dered in the line of duty during a traffic 
stop. Two parolees, Kenneth Gay and 
Raynard Cummings, who were respon- 
sible for a series of “brutal” armed rob- 
beries throughout the valley area, were 
driving a stolen car with cold plates 
when they were stopped by Officer 
Verna. It was during this stop that the 
suspects shot Officer Verna to death. 
These lowlifes were subsequently locat- 
ed and arrested. In 1985, a jury found 
them guilty for the murder and sen- 
tenced both of them to death. 

On Dec. 24, 1998, during the appeal 
and review process, the California 
Supreme Court reversed the death 
penalty verdict for Kenneth Gay due to 
ineffective assistance of counsel. The 
Los Angeles District Attorney’s office 
immediately announced that they would 
retry this case and again seek the death 
penalty. The D.A.’s prosecution team 
consisted of Head Deputy D.A. Jeffrey 
Jonas, assigned to the CAPOS (Crimes 
Against Police Officers Section), 
Deputy D.A. Lawrence Morrison, law 
clerks Peter Geisness, Jennifer Blair 
and Jennifer Cerna. 

RHD, which is responsible for inves- 
tigating crimes against police officers, 
assigned four veteran detectives exclu- 
sively to this case: D-II] Jerry 
Stephens, #13612 (the lead investiga- 
tor), D-III J. R. Kwok, #21819, (loaned 
from Robbery Specials), D-II Joe 
O’Donnel, #23063 (loaned from the 
Bank Squad), and D-II Dennis 
English, #23198 (Homicide Specials). 
Assisting the detectives during the trial 
portion were Officers James Harper, 
#30770, and Nathan Butcher, #31210,

on loan from Metropolitan Division. 
For the next year, the detectives and 
officers dedicated their time into locat- 
ing, re-interviewing and serving sub- 
poenas to over 80 mostly reluctant and 
evasive witnesses that were now located 
in various cities throughout the United 
States. 

The retrial began on Sept. 11, 2000, 
17 years after that crime occurred, in 
department J, San Fernando Court, with 
Judge L. Jeffrey Wiatt presiding. On 
Oct, 18, 2000, after six weeks of testi- 
mony, the jury again returned with a 
verdict for death. We can now send Gay 
back to where he belongs, on Death 
Row where we hope his sentence will 
finally be carried out. RHD, along with 
the Verna and Jackson families, would 
like to thank all of the active and retired 
officers and friends, including Valley 
Traffic personnel who attended the trial 
to see justice administered for a dear 
friend. 

For those of you that wish to attend, 
the formal sentencing will be Dec. 4, 
2000, at 0900 hours in Dept. J, San 
Fernando Court.

ASD Tip of the Month 

Occasionally a warning light illumi- 
nates in the cockpit that requires the 
crew to “land as soon as possible.” In 
most cases this is a precautionary 
Measure but it must be taken. If the 
crew Is flying over Balboa and Sherman 
Way or Centinela and Venice. the 
choice is obvious—they land at an air- 
port. However, most places in the city 
limits do not have an airport right under 
where the crew is, so the crew looks for 
a location where it is safe to land a hel- 
icopter. Golf courses, parking lots, open 
fields, parks, and even an intersection 
could be where the crew has to park the 
ship. This is where all of you officers 
on the ground come in. The TFO will 
make a broadcast on the divisional fre- 
quency of the problem and intentions of 
where they are going to set down. Ifyou 
hear this, we would like you to respond 
to the area and secure it as best you can. 
Keep pedestrian and vehicle traffic well 
back from the location, Advise the crew 
of any obstacles you observe such as 
Wires and you should also stay clear of 
the running helicopter. The tail rotor is 
particularly dangerous to anyone who 
approaches a running helicopter. Please 
use extreme caution when you respond 
to an incident like this. Recently 
Newton and Southwest officers did a 
great job for a crew that made two pre- 
cautionary landings at 39" and Menlo 
in one shift.

hard work and long hours resulted in 
the testing of 441 candidates. 

During the first week of October, 
Officers Joe Torres and Keith Aulick 
recruited in eastern Washington while 
Officers Joe Ferreira, Alicia James, 
Allynn Simmons, Sgt. William Frio 
and myself recruited in western 
Washington. This was our unit’s third 
recruitment trip to Washington in only 
ten months. Our efforts have continued 
to generate a lot of interest in 
Washington, The need for qualified 
candidates is becoming very competi- 
tive in law enforcement, In Washington 
we met recruiters from the California 
Highway Patrol; Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department; San Jose Police 
Department; Mesa, Arizona Police 
Department; Oregon State Police; as 
well as agencies from New Mexico and 
Idaho, The need for qualified candi- 
dates has become so fierce that the 
Washington State Police have not only 
recruited out of state, they have recruit- 
ed at military installations in Germany 
and Japan. Despite the stiff competi- 
tion, we tested 211 candidates in 
Washington, which were in line with 
our previous recruitment trips to that 
region. 


In mid-October, Officer Rosa Torres 
led a team of officers including Sgt. 
Silverstein, Officers Jessamyn Morales, 
Keith Aulick, Phil Stine, and Danny 
Chao to recruit and canvass in Chicago, 
Illinois. The response was great and 
they tested 440 candidates. 

Toward the end of October, Officer

James recruited and tested in the state 
of Texas. Some of the major cities 
included Austin, San Antonio, Houston 
and Corpus Christi. The officers 
worked long hours and covered a lot of 
ground. Their efforts resulted in the 
testing of 314 candidates.

History of LAPD/LAPRAAC 


Divisions growth. LAPRAAC owns all 
structures except: 

1. The Women’s Locker Room named 
the Franchon Blake Building located 
adjacent to the swimming pool. 

2. The Situation Simulator Building 
located immediately north of the pis- 
tol/target range. 

3. The evidence bunkers located on 
the property. 

The Finance Committee of 
LAPRAAC is the trustees of the 
Academy Trust Fund derived from 
money earned from the television 
shows Dragnet and Adam 12 and donat- 
ed to LAPRAAC. This money was to be 
used to assist in the training of police 
officers. Construction of the Mark VII 
building and the Jack Webb building 
was financed with money from the 
Academy Trust Fund (approximately 
$500,000). LAPRAAC later donated 
the Jack Webb building to the city of 
Los Angeles for the continuing educa- 
tion of Los Angeles Police Officers. 


Land Rites - Simplified 

At one time, the LAPRAAC/Academy 
was located within the boundaries of 
Elysian Park. However, a ballot measure 
in 1972 removed the property from the 
jurisdiction of Parks and Recreation 
Department and gave it to the manage- 
ment of the Department of Public 
Works. 


Other LAPRAAC Functions 


LAPRAAC was originally founded in 
the carly 1930's to: 

1. Provide police marksmanship 
(shooting) and general training, 

2. Provide the membership a club 
atmosphere for relaxation and social- 
ization 

The relaxation and socialization 
came in the form of sporting events. 
Baseball, basketball, handball, and vol- 
leyball were the events of the day. 
Included in this report under 
"T APRAAC Activities.”

The 
Academy grounds have been (and still 
continue) to be used as the location of 
many television and movie productions. 
It is the training site for the tens of 
thousands of men and women who have 
passed through the halls while learning 
to be professional police officers. 

LAPRAAC is the history, the social 
outlet, and the fitness arm of the Los 
Angeles Police Department. Of all the 
organizations surrounding the Los 
Angeles Police Department, 
LAPRAAC has left the biggest foot- 
print on the Department history and the 
officers’ well being.
